Booms the Climate. 


Following on Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
eloquent eulogy of the Canadian cli- 
mate at Red Deer reegntly,> which 
has received wide circulation in the | 
press, London, Eng., has had a visit | 
from R. F. Stunart, the director of 
Canada’s splendid meteorological ser- 
vice. In an interview with a re 
porter, Mr. Stupart said . 

“The Canadian climate is not 
something we necd be ashamed of; 
it is one of the assets of the country.” 

Mr. Stupart went into a vuriety of 
details which will be invaluable to 
those in England who are stimulating 
the emigration movement, but which 
are well-known to Canadians. I will 
only quote what he seid regarding 
the area which has been so promin- 
ently brought into notice by Earl 
Grey’s tour and the movement for the 
railway to Hudson Bey. 


“We established fully equipped 


stations last year in the valley of the | 


Mackenzie River from Northern Al- 
berta right to the Arctic coast line. 
We are thus gradually extending the 
network of stations and will know a 
good deal about the climate of that 
northern, region very shortly. There 
is, however, every reson to suppose 
tuat grain will riven in the valley of 
the Mackenzie river very nearly, if 


not quite as far as the Arctic circle. | 


That does. not hold good as you come 
eastward towards Hudson Bay, The 
prevalence of eastern winds’ in the 
region of the ‘barren lands’ keeps the 
temperature rather low, and there is 
liable to be a great deal of rainy, 
drizzly. weather.

THE FIREFLY, 


Appreciation That Glows and Leaves 
Trail of Light Behind, 

The night air of summer ts reson 
ant with the intensity of insect life.

The moving spark 
shows so distinctly and impressively 
in the darkness that the eye follows 
along its imagined course eager for its 
reappearance. There is a fascinatin 
in this combined mystery of light apd 
tfe. It appears again, upsetting all 
calculations as to speed and direction, 
During the eclipse {t must have loitered 
and wandered. The phosphorescent 
glow trails along another irregular 
course and goes out. 

The great, placid, indolent moon 
looks over the ‘marsh, lighting up the 
open spaces, a few waving rushes 
sharply silhouetted against the clear 
circle of light. Down where the level 
rays cannot penetrate the shadows seem 
to grow darker, and there the firefly 
trails again his momentary torch. The 
spirit of the marsh is abroad, and these 
diminutive moving lights seem but 
struggling emanations from a great 
presence. The little span of light com- 
ing from the nowhere and vanishing 
into it again inspires the play of wan- 
dering fancies. It seems always em. 
blematic of our own brief glance into 
the conscious universe. A muskrat 
swims across the open water, breaking 
its surface ‘nto a widening trail of 
quivering ripples, and the swift entan- 
gled threads of reflected moonlight 
chase one another away into the sha- 
dows of the dcnse banks of rushes. 
But the phosphorescent trail of the 
firefly drawn ‘across the Invisible back- 
ground of shadow claims a keener in- 
terest than the more material life of 
the water and air. 

The fircflles have only a few days ot 
life in this aerial. and luminous stage. 
They are then fully matured, and the 
bright glow that awakens so many fan- 
cles is the charm that brings, them to- 
gether in the fulfillment and perpetva- 
tion of their life. In their larval stage 
they are rotund, insignificant Mtne 
crawlers, living in and upon the decay 
ed trunks of trees. They might be mis 
taken for lady bugs that had lost their 
color in the close confinement: of thelr 
prison, Some species are luminous in 
this stage, but the most familiar do not 
glow with light till they have passed 
‘hrough the inert chrysallg state and 
come forth in their perfection equipped 
for flight) The firefly lays over a hun: 
dred eggs, and these do not hatch out
